Appalling Result of Forest Fires 
in the Northwest. 


The Known Dead Number 489 and the 
Roll May Reach 1,000. 


PROPERTY LOSSES ESTIMATED AT 


OVER $12,000,000, 


Zwenty Townes Feel the Flames’ Devas- 
tatiag Touch and eme of Them Have 
Been Whelly Wiped Out—Perils eof 
Passengers en a Burnieg Train— 
Rain Falling en HMiackliey’s Embers 
Te-Day—Burying Charred Bedies in 
Trenches. 


Reports received to-day from the districts 
$m Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan rav- 
aged by forest and prairie fires are appalling. 
The dead list may number 1,000 when an ac- 
Curate count ‘s made. 

Six towns wiped out and more than 500 dead 
fe the record in Minnesota. In Hinckley, 
Gandstone, Pokegam, Sandstone Junction, 
Skunk Lake and Mission Creek there are 489 
Known dead. In addition several hundred 
are missing, while from 150 to 200 people are 
gseattered on farms throughout the district 
burned over. 

The destruction was complete in most of 

the towns named, but some of the forest 
land escaped. 

The relief trains carried supplies sent out 
from St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth and 
Other Minnesota towns, and the sufferers are 
being cared for at Pine City ana other points. 

The fire-swept district in Minnesota has 
suffered a calamity only paralleled by the 
Jamestown flood of May. 1889. 

The loss of property at alow estimate bas 
already reached $12,000,000, not including the 
standing timber that has been destroyed. 

Atleast twenty towns and villages have 
felt the devastating touch of the flames, and 
some have been wholly destroyed. 

The loss of life in the towns from which re- 
ports have been received may be sum-

‘THE HINCKLEY HORKOR.

The greatest number of casualities, and the 
most heart-rending stories of suffering come 
from Hinckley. But two buildings are stana- 
ing in Hinckley, a water tank and a rouna- 
house, The fire approached from the South, 
and at s p. m. literially jumped into the town 
over & Vast amount of intervening combasti- 
die material, The town is ballt of wood, with 
the exception of a school honse and one-half 
of the Duluth round-house. Although 
the local fire department kept back

Mission Creek, two miles farther on, buat 
found that village a ed. The conductor 
then attempted to run back to Hinckley, but 
in so doing the train caught fire and all the 
crew were more or less severely burned. 
Engineer John Root stayed at his post, nobly 
backed up by his freman, John McGowan 
and when the clothing of the former would 
take fre McGowan would dash water over 
him. Ip spite of this, Root soffered burns 
that will doubtless cause his death. 

Arrived at Hinckley once more, the train 
was boarded by scores of terror-stricken 
people, but when they saw that the rear car 
was inflames,and the entire train likely to 
be destroyed, they tumbled off again with 
screams and imprecations. One hundred 
oodles were picked up and brought into 
Hinckley before the relief train sent there 
from Pine City reached chat place. One party 
of forty or fifty people sought safety ina 
gravel pit, in which was a pond of Shallow 
water. The flames soon surrounded them 
uponevery side and they were drowned in 
the pool, some of them deliberately casting 
themselves in to escape the more terribie 
death by fre. 

The burning train rap back six miles to 
Skunk Lake,and there the suffering pas- 
sengers rushed out and sought relief in the 
water. On this terrible journey scores of 
the passengers threw themselves from the 
train into the sand heaps, mall streams and 
even into the forests, which were in dense 
darkness from the smoke. Scarcely any of 
these reons are nowalive. Three men, 
James Kk. Lodbeliof St. Paul, James Ander- 
son at Minneapolis and Charles Holt of 
Duluth, started to walk back from Skunk 
Lake to Hinckley, to take a train for Duluth, 
by which they hoped to escape from the de- 
vastated region. They kept their coats over 
their heads and plunge on, encountering 
dead bodies eve few rods. Some of the 
victims had suffocated without having 
any Opportunity of protecting themselves; 
and some had perished by fire with 
their heads buried in sand heaps. In one 
place a mother and three children were found 
deadina heap. The poor woman had placed 
them on the ground and endeavored to pro- 
tect them from suffocation with her clothing. 
All were denuded by fire and the bodies ter- 
ribly burned toa crisp, Dut death had doubt- 
less come through suffocation long before. 
The three men found a wagon bridge and 
reached a point on the railroad south of 
Mission Creek, where they secured a hand- 
car and went to Pine City. The telegraph 
operator, Otis Green, at Hinckley, remained 
at his oe until all but three bulldings had 
burned. Then ne went to the safe and took 
$5,000 of theecompany’s funds and fied to the 
river, the depot having by this time taken 
fre. He remained in the river several hours, 
when he joined the Lobdell party on its way 
to Pine City. ' 

liinckley was completely wiped out, with 
the exceptions noted. The Brennan Lumber 
Co. lost every penny'’s worth of prop- 
erty it possessed—except its ground—which 
amounts to $600,000. The other losses in 
Hinckley will foot up ‘$400,000. The loss at 
Mission Gres will reach $100,000. Togema, 
a sipall station onthe wreat Northern, was 
totally destroyed, the loss amouiuting to $00, - 


At Sandstone, one-fourth of the 200 inhabi- 
tants are dead. Theflames possessed the 
place at 5:30 last evening. Although the peo- 
ple were preparing to leave, the catastrophe 
came sosuddenly that no one saved more 
than the ciothin worn. About 160 went 
to the river, and fifty or sixty burned to 
death. About forty bodies were seen yester- 
day morning lying near the site of the town. 
The survivors are living upon potatoes and 
carrots. Twelve camps are in the woods 
near Saadstone, and all were destroyed. It 
is believed that most of the inhabitants of 
these camps escaped. Of the known dead, 
200 Delong at Hinckley, 46 at Sandstone, 25 at 
Sandstone Junction, 2 at Pokegama, 29 at 
Skunk Lake and 80 at iatervening points. 

The settlement of Mission Creek was de- 
stroyed, butallthe inhabitants were saved. 
The total population of the place was de- 
tween forty and fifty. Near the settlement 
stood an old log cabin in the middle of a po- 
tato patch,and here the people sought refuge 
when the hamlet caught fire. The women 
and children were crowded inside and the 
men remained without to ght the ure. Tne 
flames couid not ss through the green po- 
tato vines, andthe thick log walls resisted 
the sparks that blew against them. 

Yesterday morning at an early hour the 
work of collecting and identifying bodies at 
Hinckley was begun by the railroad men and 
was kept up all day. At & p. m. 148 bodies 
had been found and placed beside the track 
for identification or burial. Those bodies 
which could not be identified before burial 
were carefully examined and all effects 
labeled and preserved. 

Substantial relief has been extended to the 
suffering by the citizens and officials of Pine 
City. Every available bulldiag has been 
turned into a hospital or an eating-house, 
where the burned and homeless people ure 
given gratuitous attention. No trains are 
running west of Hinckley, and reports of the 
destruction of other towns than those men- 
tioned are believed, though they cannot be 
confirmed. 

The total loss of property by the forest 
fires in Kastern Minnesota cannot be guessed, 
but it will toot up many Millions. Between 
Hinckley and Duluth alone between 52,000, 000 
and $8,000,000 worth of property is Kuown to 
bave been destroyed. 


RELIEF TRAIN SENT OUT. 
BT. Paun, Minn., Sept. %.—A relief train 
was sent to Himckley at 9:30 o’clock with a 


force of men and supply of tents, those be- 
ing moss needed just now. Additional sup- 
were picked up at every sta. 
tion along the road. Philip Martin of 
the land department of the road 
went in search of Thomas Fitsgerald, land 
examiner at Deigrove, who with a dozen 
men was in the midst of the Ore and has not 
been heard from. The Chamber of Commerce 
raised $3,000 tor relief at its meeting to-day 
and adopted resolutions favoring the secur- 
ing of information from United States Con- 
sular agents as to forestry Management in 
foreign countries with the object of prevent- 
ing future forest fires.

The Man Found Dead at Clarks- 
ville From This City. 


Still Unidentified, but Without Doubt 
Murdered, 


HAD IN HIS POCKET A BUSINESS CIRCU- 
LAR ISSURBD LAST WERK. 


That end « Pencil-Helder With oa Ss. 
Leuls Stamp Uperm It Were the Only 
Thiegs te Imdicate His Home N. 
Trace of His Slayer—Ne One Hnew ot 
the Crime Until the Body Was Found. 


CLARKSVILLE, Mo., Sept. 8.—There has 
been as yet no identification of the dead man 
found about a mile out of town on Friday 
morning last witha bullet hole through his 
head. The man had evidently been dead 
several hours when found. The Cor- 
oner’s verdict was that he came to 
his death from a pistol shot 
at the bands of a person ag persons un- 
known. Several people identified the body 
as that of one of the two men they saw about 
the Village the previous day. Descriptions 
have been sent out in many directions, but 
so far no inguiries have been received that 
would indicate his identity. 


It seems possible now that the man found 
dead in a cornfield near Clarksville, Mo., 
last Friday morning with a bDullet-hoie in his 
headisast. Loulsan. He was certainly in 
St. Louls last week. 

Marcus Pharr, a farmer, was riding about 
over his farm Friday morning when he dis- 
covered the body of the man lying under a 
tree. He went over to him and then 
foundthatthe man was dead and that he 
had been shot. The body was lying but a 
short distance from the railroad track, and 
Pharr called to some section men at 
work near by and got himtotake the body 
to town, where an inquest was held. The 
inquest 1 neither his identity nor 
the manner i which he received the 
wound. 

The only written or printed matter found 
about his person was a circular in one of his 

kets of the Golden Lion merchants’ 
unch room, at the corner of Seventh 
and Pine streets, this city. He also had in 
his vest pocket a pencil-holder with a St. 
Louls mark on it which was some worn, 
and would indicate that he had had 
itsome time. This of course would indicate 
that he did not obtain it while simply pass- 
ing through the ey. Following is the de- 
scription of the man: Age, Detween 480 
and 35; height, 5 feet 6 inches; weight, 
about 160 pounds; complexion light, with 
sandy mustache. The body was dressed in a 
suit of biue Diack cassimere, light colored 
telt hat, with narrow, turned up brim, size 
6%, a dotted shirt and congress shoes. 

The man was seen about Clarks ville the 
previous afternoon with a smaller man, 
who had a dark complexion and wore a suit 
of light ciothes. 

J. W. Peckington, who runs the Golden 
Lion, said this morning that he did not re- 
member having seen any man of the 
above description aboat his place. 
None of the employes about the 
place could recall him either, as many men 
of similar description are in and out daily. 
Orne thing, however, is certain, that he must 
have been in St. Louis last week, asthe only 
circulars the Golden Lion has issued for 
years were issued the fore part of last week. 
They were distributed on the street, and it 
ma that the man simply 
had one handed to him as he passed along 
and thrust it into his pocket.

Mrs. C. F. Kohn Threw Herself 
With Suleidal Intent.

Her Husband Said to Be a Deposed 
Oatholie Priest. 


RECORD WHICH HE I8 SUPPOSED TO 
HAVE ESTABLISHED IZ sr. LOUIS. 


Here He Was Known es Kolin, if He and 
the Mam Mentioned in the Dispatches 
Are the Same— Dr. Werlein’s Expe- 
rience With Helin at Centenary

A telegram from Lexington, Ky., concern- 
ing the troubles of a certain Mrs. C. F. 
Kohn, the wife of an ex-Catholic priest, 
will interest St. Louis. for the reason that 
there is a likelihood of her hus- 
band being the man who created a 
stir in St. Louis in the fall of 1892, by his 
efforts to join Centenary Mu. E. Church. The 
Lexington telegram said that yesterday 
while Mrs, Kohn was @ passenger bound from 
Covington to Anchorage, Ky., she attempted 
to commit suicide by throwing herself 
from the train. She learned she was being 
sent to a lunatic asylum, and for this reason 
attempted suicide. The conductor restrained 


her. She said that before her marriage her 
name was Ethel Ladue, thatshe came from 
France to St. Louis. and here she 
met Kobn, whom she married, 
a little over a year ago. They made their 
home at Covington, and. accorcing to 
her statement, she refused to become 
11 Protestant as her husband had 
done. The couple have lived upon 
an income which Mrs. Kohn received 
monthly from Paris. she claimed 
that her husband endeavored to have her 
committed to an asylum in order that he 
might get her money and because she would 
not change her religion. 
KOUN’S sr. LOUIS RECORD. 

The ex-priest who arose in Centenary 
Church ata prayer meeting in the fall of 
1892 gave his name as Charles Kolin and 
said that he bad been suspended 


from his duties as a Catholic priest, in Ne- 
braska, the Diocese of Omaha, by a con- 
spiracy of his brother clerics. 
lie professed faith in Methodism 
and wanted to join the church. Rev. 
8. H. Werlein, now  ~»presiding elder, 
was prstor of Centenary at that 
time, and he had several talks 
with Mr. Kolin, and contemplated admitting 
aim to membership. Meanwhile the Post- 
DISPATCH published the fact that Mur. Kolin 
had testified to his ith Inthe Bible, at 
Centénary Uhurch. vy. Fr. Phelan of 
this city wired to some priests 
in the Omaha diocese for Kolin’s record. 
A reply came that Kolin had been guilty of 
very unpriestly conduct. Kolin was stopping 
at a hotel on Sixth and Market at the time 
under an assumed name and when de 
learned what the Omaha priests said of him 
he became furious and told a reporter 
that his suspension was due to the 
fact that he had sought to redress the wrong 
which a Nebraska priest nad done his 
(Kolin’s) sister. Ihen the came the publica- 
tion of a story that Kolin had been in 
St. Louis for some time defore he professed 
religion at Centenary Church, that he had 
purchased an interest in a hotel kept by aman 
named Daly on Market stree , near Fourth, 
and had cheated Daly, also that de had 
bought a saloon in South St. Louis from 
a woman and defrauded her of 
what was her due. Kolin did not 
— Centenary Church, but went at once to 
fentucky. The similarity of the names 
Kolin and Kohn leaves room for 
the presumption that the telegraph 
made an error in transmitting the name. 


‘Kolin had a st. Louis experience somewhat 


over a year ago, and so had Kohn, according 
to the report. Kolin went to Kentucky from 
St. Louis and remained there. 

DR. WERLEIN’S EXPERIENCE WITH HIM. 
Dr. Werlein speaking of Kolin to-day; said: 
„When the St. Louls Dewspapers began to 

charge him with fraud and other 
crimes, I said to him, ‘Kolin vin 


daidate your St. Louis record, 
and wil stand by you.’ He did not do so, 
but went to Kentucky. He gave lectures at 
Lexington, Covington and adjacent cities 
and spoke of his experiences as a Roman 
Catholic priest. He won the Sym- 
pathy of many prominent men, 
who were anxious to recelve him 
into membership. Some ministers wrote to 
me about him. They said he had a 
with bim whom he called 
wife and to whom he 
said he had been married in St. Louis. Tuts 
led me to warn the ministers to have 
nothing to do with him, and 
not to admit phim to membership. I 
hardly think that Kohn and Kolin are the 
same, because Kolin went by his right name 
in Kentucky.

Confident the United States Will Not 
Rsturn Him to Salvador. 


SAW FRANCISCO, Cal., Sept. 8.—The case of 
Antonio Ezeta of San Salvador is up for 
hearing before Judge Morrow in the Unitea 
States District Court on Tuesday. It is prob- 
able that Carlos Urrutia, formerly secretary 
to Carlos Ezeta, the deposed President of 
the Republic, will be one of 
the chief witnesses for Antonio dur- 
ing these proceedings, He has arrived 


rom New York and n as paid a visit to Gen. 
Ezeta at the /atter’s hotel. The General re- 
celved Urruia cordially, knowing that he 
brought word,from Carlos, who is now in 
Europe. 

In an interview the ex-Secretary stated 
that Uarlos left New York about the middle 
of July for Paris, where he will remain a 
short time and then he will reside perma- 
nently in Madrid, Spain. 

Senor Urrutia said that oneof the imme- 
diate incentives of the late revolution was be 
cause President Ezeta made a law probibit- 
ing the introduction of silver into the Repub- 
lic.

A more deserted or desolate place than the 
old Unton Depot to-day, it would be difficult 
to imagine. The crowds which were not to 
throng its platform are gone and the plat- 
form itself, usually cleanly swept every 
morning, is covered with dirt and strewn 
with rubbish. The lanch counters are de- 
serted, the walting rooms are vacant 
and huge auction signs decorate 
the front of the dining room. 
Such ofthe offices as have not already been 
transferred to thenew Union Station are 
being moved, the Pullman company Deing 
the last to leave. There is also an air of deso- 
tation about the express company bDulldings, 
and the street in front of the old depot. 
nich has for years been thronged with peo- 
ple and conveyances, is empty. The trans- 
formation from bustle and activity to desola- 
tion and apparent decay has been sudden 


and complete. 

LIFE AT THB NEW STATION. 
the new Union Station 
change equally marked. WI re for 
months has rung the sounds of 
the hammer and the steady scrape 


of the mason’s trowel is now heard the 
sound of escaping steam, the clamor of 
hackmen and the rumble of rolling trains, 
while the crowds, both of travelers and 
sightseers, make it the busiest place in the 
city. It is but a change of activity, Dut the 
change is great. 

W hile the transferring of the great volume 
of business from the old tothe new station 
has occasioned some delays and some little 
inconvenience to the traveling public, the 
friction has been comparatively slight. It 
is no small matter to make such a 
change. The number of trains 
in and out of the station daily 
is wellup into the hundreds, ard tothink 
that an entirely new system could be put 
into operation without some little delays 18 
out of the question; but everything has 
moved as smoothly as was expected. In 
fact, it has moved considerably smoother, 
The chief delay has been in getting the en- 
gineers acquainted with the switches at the 
entrances to the station, which concentrate 
the whole thirty-odd tracks in the train shed 
into four, and are very intricate, Bat they 
have worked perfectiy, and the officials of 
the Terminal Association and the trainmen 
are expressing great satisfaction with them. 


SUPT. GARRETT SATISFIED. 
Supt. Garrett*was busy in the great switch 
tower when located by a PosT- DISPATCH re- 


porter this morning. He stuck his head out 
of a window and shouted that admission to 
the tower was positively prohibited, but 
came down ina few minutes to express his 
satisfaction at the way in which everything 
was working. 

We have had much lese delay than we 
anticipated,’’ he said, and the switch works 
perfectly. We could have rushed things 
through, but Itold the boys to go slow, I 
would not have an accident here, at the 
opening of the station, for a good many do}. 
lars. Ii would destroy confidence in the sys- 
tem. that is what bas caused delays and 
not that the switches do not furnish an 
ample outlet for all the trains that Come in 
and out of this station, We have had not a 
single accident,even of the most trivial kind. 
Nota wheel has gone over a point where it 
Qtd not belong. and when I tell you that there 
were 254 movements through these switches 
inninety minutes this morning, you can 
get some idea of the matter. 

**A little delay has been caused because 
the road engines are not all equipped with 
rear sand pipes, so that the trains in back- 
ing iu on the wet rails have been stuck oc- 
Casionally, We have asked all the roads to 
equip the engines running in here with these 
rear sand pipes, and then there will be no 
trouble. Theswitchbes at Boston, through 
which over a hundred traias an hour pass, 
had much more delay than this when they 
were first put into operation. We are more 
than satistied.’’ 

While the crowd at the new Union station 
to-day has been nothing like so large as on 
yesterday, nevertheless thousands of people 
have Viewed the handsome structure, the 
first of the sightseers arriving at an early 
hour, It is probable that people will con- 
tinue to flock there for a week or two to 


come.

BENT ON KILLIXG. 


Henry Leescke Sheots His Wife and 
Then Attempts te Destroy Himself. 


Henry Loesche, aged 58, attempted to kill 
his wife Elizabeth, and then to commit sul- 
cide, at their home, 222 Victor street, at 10:30 
o’clock yesterday morning. According to 
Mrs. Loesche’s statement, she reproached 
her husband for neglikence in seeking work, 
and he took an old-fashioned six- barreled 
pistol fromthe bureau and shot her inthe 
left cheek. She made a struggle for the 


weapon and he fired a second time, the bul- 
let plercing the middle finger of her left 
band. He fired twice again, and the 
bullets lod ged in the woman’s 
left arm. Believing that he had killed his 
wife, Loesche attempted to shoot himself in 
the left breast, but the bullet entered his 
left wrist. He fired a second time at him- 
self, but the bullet struck a rib and was 
diverted from its deadly course. He then 
cut his left arm and his windpipe with a 
razor. The police sent Loesche and his wife 
tothe City Hospital. Loesche's injuries are 
not necessarily fatal, and his wife's wounds 
are not serious. 

Neither Loesche nor his wife are yet out of 
danger. Dr. Heine Marks speaks hopefuliy 
of Mrs. Loesehe’s prospects, but has no opin- 
ion about the man that he feels it 
prudent to «xpress. He stated this morn- 
ing that the wound through Loesche’s lun 
caused him to breathe rapidly and wit 
dimicuity, and he could not say what complt- 
cations might develop.

Schools Are Now Open and Small 
Boys Will Get Sick at 9 A. M. 


FIRST DA T's ATTENDANCE MAY NOT 
REACH LAST YEAR’S. 


Labor Day and Bad . Weather and Better 
Business Conditions Combine to Pre- 
vent an Increase in the Attendance— 
Some Scenes Around the Schools. 


The session of 1894-1895 of the public schools 
of St. Louis began this morning at 9 o’clock. 
There were only thirteen absentees among 
the teachers and there were substitutes in 
abundance at Supt. Long’s office to fill every 
vacancy and twice as many more. No re- 
ports of the attendance will be received until 
to-morrow, but the inclemency of the 
weather and theconflict of Labor Day and 
the legal day set for the re- 
opening of the schools are 
expected to make the attendance to-day 
lighter than it otherwise would have been. 

Supt. Long said he did not expeet the 
phenomenal Increase in attendance this year 
over last that marked last session over all its 
predecessors. The figures for the first Mon- 
day in September for 1893 were 52,000; for 
1892, 46,129; for 1891, 43,072, for 1890, 37,745. 
Supt. Long said he attributed part 
of the increase last year to 
lack of employment for many 
boys who would have preferred to work, 
part tothe inability of many parents who 
had been patronizing private schools longer 
to do so and part to tke natural increase due 
to the growth of population. 

Supt. Long thinks the enrollment for the 
entire first week will be a better criterion for 
the year than that for the first Monday. 

One noticeable feature of the reopening 1s 
the strict enforcement of the rule requiring 
children to attend schools in their own dis- 
trict. Hitherto there has been a tendency to 
overcrowd popular schools like ths Stod- 
dard, where parents believe their children 
will have a better class of associates than in 

overty-stricken districts. 

: An attempt has been made to repress this 
tendency for several years, but it has no 
met with marked success. This year Sup. 
Long has issued strict orders to the princi- 
als to enforce the rule.

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The Great Turfman’s Views on This 
Season’s Horses. 


HE DISCUSSES 2 AND 3-YEAR-OLDS AND 
HARB DICAPS. 


Classes Sutterfiles as the Greatest 2- 
Year-Oid and Henry of Navarre as the 
Leading 8-T.ar- Old — Comsiders the 
Former Class Promisiag—Authorita- 
tive Expressions. 


NEw York, Sept, 2.—James Rowe, who has 
written for the Posr-Disrarcn his opinion of 
the season’s horses, is the man of whom the 
late August Belmont sald: Jimmy Rowe 
never attempts anything that he does not do 
well. Mr. Rowe has been in succession the 
best jockey, the best trainer and the best 
starter in America. He has trained horses 
like Hindoo, Luke Blackburn, Miss Wood- 
ford and Potomac. He has won all the 
famous stakes at different seasons, and he is 
to-day regarded by turfmenas an authority 
on every branch ofracing. It is something 
for Mr. Rowe to remember when he ceases to 
earn $100 a day and retires a millionaire that 
in all the years he rode, trained and started 
horses no man said he was dishonest. Fer- 
haps that is one reason why he is to-day the 
most popular trainer in America. 

Men who want to win money would better 
read carefully what Mr. Rowe says. 

BEGINS WITH 2-YRAR-OLDS. 
To the Editor of the Post- Diapateoh:

Of the handicap horses Clifford is the dest, 
in my judgment, at less than a mile; that is 
the farthest Ihave seen bhimrun.

We have 
no great handicap horse. As far as he. can 
go, I think Olifford very nearly approaching 
the horse.

TENNESSEZR ON TRIAL. 

The question of the guilt or innocence of 
the six negroes who were killed by a mob 
near Knoxville, Tenn., does not affect the 
question of the duty of the authorities of 
that State. 

These mob victims had no trial and no 
opportunity to prove their innocence of 
the charge made against them. They were 
deprived of a fundamental right guaran- 
teed to them by the constitutions of the 
State of Tennessee and the United States. If 
they were known to be the worst of crim- 
inals the crime of their taking off would 
be no less in theeye of the law than if 
they were innocents, because it involved 
the violation of the organic law, the denial 
of the inherent right of justice and the 
overthrow of the foundation of organized 
society and just government. There is 
not even the extenuation of capital crime 
or maddening brutality to excuse this 
wholesale murder. 

The people of Tennesseé are the injured 
parties, The honor of their State and their 
will and power to protect all citizens in 
their rights are at stake. If this over- 
throw of law and justice is permitted to go 
unpunished Tennessee will admit that the 
lives and rights of her citizens are without 
safeguards. 

But there is another and broader reason 
for the punishment of the Kerrville mob. 
It is charged by enemies of the Southern 
people that there is no justice for the

clared thatitisa slander. What answer 
can they make if the murderers of six ne- 
groes, merely suspected of arson, are al- 
lowed to go unwhipt of justice?

DID HE KRAI IT! 

The destruction ofthe powerful Sugar 
Trust which held up the American people 
in the Senate need not depend upon the 
uncertainty and delay of Congressional 
action. Through the efforts of Senator 
Morgan a provision was inserted in the 
very law which confers the privilege of 
monopoly taxation on the trust which 
commands and empowers the administra- 
tion to break upthe sugar conspiracy. 
This provision consists of the anti-trust 
law of 1890 with the addition of the follow- 
ing defining section: 
That every combination, conspiracy, trust, 
agreement or eontract is hereby declared to 
be contrary to public policy, illegal and 
vold when the same is by or between two or 
more persons or corporations either of 
whom is engaged in importing any article 
from any foreign country into the United 
States, and when such combination, con- 
spiracy, trust, agreement or contract ig in- 
tended to operate in restraint of lawful 
trade or commerce, or to merease ths mar- 
ket price ia any part ot the United States of 
any article or articles imported or intended 
to be imported into the United States, or of 
any manufacture into which such imported 
article enters or is intended to enter. 
Every person whois or shall hereafter be 
engaged in the importation of goods or aay 
commodity from any foreign country in vio- 
lation of this section of this act, or who shall 
combine or conspire with another to violate 
the same, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof in any court of the United 
States such person shall be ned in a sum 
not less then $100 and not exceeding $5,000, 
and shall be further punished by imprison- 
ment, in the discretionof the court, fora 
term not less than three months nor exceed- 
ing twelve months. 

This defining section exactly covers the 
Sugar Trust, which is a combination in 
restraint of trade and to increase the price 
ofa manufactured article into which an 
imported article enters. It has imported 
millions of pounds of new sugar into this 
country forthe purpose of refining and 
selling it under conspiracy at the monop- 
oly price allowed under the tariff law. 

In denouncing ‘ ‘trusts and combinations 
—the communism of pelf,’’ which has 
taken the people by the throat, and in de- 
claring that they must be destroyed, the 
President has pledged his administration 
to ite full share in their destruction. 

Here isa law ready made by Congress 
for the express purpose of defeating the 
greatest of combinations. It makes it the 
duty of the administration to proceed 
against this combination. It empowers 
the Attorney-General to defeat the object 
and effect of the robber legislation, secured 
through Democratic treachery.

The exam- 
ination of the coumty attorney reveals the 
fact that the petition is deficient by at least 
200. This yitiates the entire petition. It is 
the theory of tne County Attorney that the 
saloon men cannot go out and get the num- 
berof names the petition lacks, but they 
must getan entire new petition of 5,200 or 
5,300 names.

BIRTH OF LABOR DAY. 


It Was Suggested in 1881 by Matthew 
‘Maguire. 


In December, 1881, during the agitation of 
the land question in Ireland, a number of 
prominent labor men, including Robert 
Blissert, a land leaguer; Patrick Doody, Vic- 
tor Drury of District Assembly 49, Knights of 
Labor, and labor and reform organizations 
met in New York City to express sym- 
pathy with the Irishcause. At this meeting 
the original Central Labor Union had its 
birth and Gonned adult attire two months 
later, February, 1882, when a complete or- 
ganization was effected. 

Inthe summer of 1882 Matthew Maguire, 
at that time Secretary ofthe Ventral Labor 
Uniton—nowea socialistic Alderman of Pater- 
son, N. J.—introduced a motion at one of the 
meetings of the union that the various bodies 
represented there should hold a joint demon- 
stration and picnic instead of the separate 
assembly picnies that had heretofore been 
the vogue, and suggested that this combined 
labor outing occur on the first Monday in 
September. The resolution met with favor, 
wast passed, and the suceess attending this 
first united effort impelled George K. Lloyd of 
the tin and sheetiron workers of New Tork 
tooffera resolution setting aside the first 
Monday in September of each year as La bor 
holiday.’’ he resolution was quickly 
adopted, and the second demoastration— 
1683— was a grand suecess. Thirty thousand 
people were in line, but the celebration up 
to this time was confined to New York City. 

In the following year the movement had 
extended to twent rominent cities of the 
United States, and 1 saw the observance 
of Labor advance with still more rapid 
strides, until now it reaches all the new cen- 
ters of industrial development in the South 
as well as in the North, and every prominent 
city in the United States has its Labor day.
